the Bronze Star, three weeks ago, 
in Vietnam. 

Lt. O’Toole had just returned to 
his base camp, after 8 days:in the 
field, when the order was passed 
to fall in, The Commanding Gen- 
eral then pinned the Bronze Star 
on his tunic (picture above) and 
the citation was read; 

‘In the name of the President of 
the United States, the Commanding 
General, Fleet Marine Force, Pa- 
cific, takes pleasure in presenting 
the Bronze Star Medal to Second 
Lieutenant Thomas Francis 0’ 
Toole, Jr. United States Marine 
Corps, for service as set forth 
in the following citation; 

For heroic achievement in con- 
nection with operations against 
the enemy in the Republic of Viet~ 
nam while serving as a Platoon 
Leader with Company E, Second 
Rattalion, Ninth Marines, Third 
Marine Division on 12 November 
1966. During a search and des- 
troy mission in the Thon Cu area 
of Quang Tri Province, Second 


The Town of Wilmington, Public 
Health Department was host, yes- 
terday to Professor Suelyo Santos 
Oliveira, of the Federal University 
Rio de Janeiro, Guanabara, Brazil. 

Dr. Oliveira is Professor of 
Social Dentistry in the Federal 
University, and is touring the U.S, 
under the auspices of the State 
Department, Wilmington was one 
of the few towns in Massachusetts 
which he is to visit, 

Wilmington was chosen by the 
Mass, Department of Health as a 
good example of preventative den- 
tal practices, because of the Dental 
Clinic given the town in 1947 by 
the Wilmington Rotary Club, 

Dr. Oliveira was accompanied 
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Lieutenant O’Toole’s platooncame 
under intense enemy automatic 
weapons fire as it prepared to 
sweep through a village. Seeing 
his Platoon Sergeant wounded and 
iying In a position exposed to con- 
tinuing enemy fire, he completely 
disregarded bis own Safety to dash 
across an open field under wither- 
ing hostile fire to ald the wounded 
Marine. As he reached the dis- 
abled man, he, too, was wounded, 

Despite the fact that he was in 
intense pain and bleeding profusely 
from his right shoulder, Second 
Lieutenant O’Toole courageously 
continued to lead his platoon, or- 
ganizing it for a second North 
Vietnamese attack. When loss of 
blood weakened him’ to the extent 
that he could no longer move about, 
he Padioed instructions to his men 
and informed his command post of 
the situation, 

His heroic and selfless actions 
inspired all who observed him and 
were instrumental in preserving 
his platoon’s integrity. Second 
Lieutenant O’Toole’s presence of 
mind under fire, outstanding lea- 
dership and loyal devotion to duty 
were in keeping with the highest 


traditions of the Marine Corps and 
of the United States Naval Service, 

Second Lieutenant. O’Toole is 
authorized to wear the Combat ‘Vv’

Lt. O'Toole, who 1s a nine year 
veteran of the Marine Corps, re- 
ceived his commission a year ago 
February, after having served in

After having been wounded on 
Noy, 12th he was sent to the U,S,S, 
Repose, Hospital Ship, where he 
was kept for three months, recov- 
ering ‘from his wounds, 

He has now become the Intelli-

Dear Larz: 

‘General information - criteria, 
procedures, guidelines for appro- 
val of projects for public library 
construction grants...’ 1s a part 
of the title of the Federal Aid pam- 
phlet coming from the Boston Divi- 
sion of Library Extension to any 
public group concerned with a li- 
brary building project and wanting 
Federal Aid for it, From reading 
this pamphlet I have come to the 
opinion that the Board of Library 
Commissioners 1s not going to per- 
mit the public to spend its library 
portion of federal and local tax 
money in poor fashion. 

Since in Massachusetts no State 
money is available for public li- 
brary buildings, the Federal funds 
must be matched by local funds. 
The ratio may be Federal 25% - 
local 75%, It may be less than 25% 
Federal; much depends upon the 
number of library projects in this 
state and the quality of our own 
application, 

The Board of Library Commis- 
sioners make no bones about the 
fact that they are looking for com- 
munities who are seeking to im- 
prove their library service in a 
professional manner. They say on
